May 16.-—The steamship 
Maasdam, w ith the peace envoys from 
the South African republic arrived at 
tin* port after a voyage of pbout 12 
days from Rotterdam.* The envoys. 
Abraham Fischer, J. M. A. W olmarans 
and C. H. Weasels, were met by a com- 
(santee which went .down the bay to 
greet them, and later were welcomed by 
a larger laxly of Boer sympathizers 
gathered on the pfer at Hoboken, where 
the Maasdam docked. 
The nny o r of 
that city extended a welcome to them, 
and the party then took carriages for 
the Hotel M anhattan, where the envoys 
will ltHlge during their stay iu this city. 
A subcom m ittee appointed to 
go 
down the bay embarked on the revenue 
cutter Hudson, and met the Maasdam at 
quarantine. 
On the arrival of the ship 
there were introductions all around, and 
th en ex-Judge Vail H esen recited an ad­ 
dress of welcome. Mr. Fischer responded 
to J u d g e Yan Hoesen. flaying: 
“ I th a n k 
you most heartily for this welcome which 
you have just extended to us. The warmth 
of a welcome d o es not ii** in tile length of 
words vixct. b u t in u«*eds. We believe th a t th*' 
American |»»H»ple w ill also ex ten d to us a m ost 
hearty welcome. 
F or ours is a cause th a t is 
dear to th eir heart*. 
W e a re fighting for our 
country. 
As soon us they com e to u n d erstan d 
our cause, they w ill, I believe, echo *the w eb 
c* in*- you have ju st driven us." 
The Maasdam w as salu ted by h arbor sh ip ­ 
ping on her w ay up. w hile taos** on board tn t 
tern'/eft in unofficial w ays. 
W hen th e ship 
arrived at Holniken th e pier w as crow ded w ith 
men and wom en w aving th e S tars and S tripes 
and the color* of the r-«>utii A frican republics. 
A brass bund played p atrio tic airs from the 
pier head, and as th e big ship was being 
warped into her d*«*k 
th e crow d shouted 
gre< tint’s to th e envoys. 
A tter the M aasdam sw ung in at her dock the 
three envoys w ere til*- first to leave th e ship. 
As they am e dow n th e gangw ay th e Viand on 
the pier stru ck up th e Boer n ational hym n, 
the ■ lewd "ii til*' d***-k cheered and th e vessels 
nearby tooted^ w elcom e lo th e delegates. 
The mayor of H oboken delivered an address 
of Welcome aud ten d ered th e visitors th e free­ 
dom of tile city. 
Chairman Fischer, of tile delegation, replied 
on behalf of th e envoy a. 
Th*-Boer delegates w ere th en introduced to 
th* Hoboken com m ittee and to th*' com m ittee 
of la from New Y ork. w hich was a p a rt of the 
committee of IOU t nut w as w aiting at th e B ar­ 
clay street t erry to g reet th e envoys. Then the 
delegates w ere escorted to carriages at tile end 
of tile pier. 
T here a procession w as form ed, 
headed by a band of m usic. T he procession 
passed th ro u g h W ashington street, past the 
city flail, to tut- Barclay stre e t fe rry , w here 
th*- envoys w ere tak en in charge by th e com ­ 
mittee of HJO. and ttie w hole p arty crossed th*' 
ferry to New Y ork, w here th** envoys w ere es­ 
corted to th e H otel M anhattan. A long the 
route, from tile H olland-A m erican line dock to 
til*- ferry, th e re w ere crow ds, w ho gave an en­ 
thusiastic w elcom e to th e envoys of th e Boutli 
African republica. 
The envoys w ere eager to hear th e latest 
Dews of the w ar. 
W hen told of th e revers*-a 
to their arm y and th e advances m ade by Lord 
Roberts, they m erely shrugged th e ir shoul­ 
ders. 
^ueh new s," said Mr. F ischer, "does not 
disconcert us in th e least. 
"W e read these dispatches tie tw een th e lines. 
Besides, w hat does one or a dozen reverses 
mean to us? W e never propose to stop light­ 
ing until we nave gained wiiat W eare lighting 
for—our independence.” 
The delegates w ere re tic en t concerning th eir 
plans.

“ The Boers, using artillery, attacked 
the town Saturday. Very soon the Kaf­ 
fir location was in flames, some say as 
the result of shell fire, others as the re­ 
sult of treachery. Fight m f at close 
quarters became general, and, in the 
midst of the confusion, the Boers gained 
possession of the Kaffir location, from 
which point of vantage they brought 
guns to bear on the town at close range. 
“ By an adroit move the gam s n. de­ 
spite its attenuated numbers, succeeded 
in actually surrounding the party uf 
Boers which had captured the Kaffir 
location. 
Severe fighting followed, but, 
a cording to the latest reports, the Boers 
st:.! ho.d the location, rn which they are 
probably surrounded.

AN ANTi-TRUST AMENDMENT. 


Ju d icia ry C nninilttee Majority Voted to 
It I* port Our to House. 
W ashington, May IO.—The 
trust 
question led to an animated discussion 
in the house judiciary committee, an 
amendment finally being adopted by a 
party vote, giving congress power to de­ 
fine, regulate, control, prohibit or dis­ 
solve trusts, monopolies or com iii na­ 
tions, whether in the form of a cor}(ora­ 
tion or otherwise. 
This amendment 
and a bill restricting trusts were franc ii 
so m e time ago by a special sub-commit­ 
tee on trusts. 
After many delays the work of the 
sub-coin im tree was brought before file 
full committee with a view to getting 
the trust question before the house. 
After several attem pts to amend the 
resolution, which were defeated 
on 
party lines, the committee adopted it 
also by a party vote, the Democrats vot­ 
ing in the negative.

the week.” 
In Ie - communication of transm ittal 
General Otis said: 
“ The letter is forwarded to meet still 
further the absurd charge that the 
American authorities iii Manila inaugu­ 
rated the w ar.” 
General Otis als*) 
states that this letter is one of a number 
w ritten by Aguinaldo to his friends in 
Manila, warning them to leave the city 
for their safety. 
He adds that many 
families left (.he city in consequence of 
these warnings.

S en ato rjp lark ’a 
resignation was filed with the governor 
and later he was appointed by Gover­ 
nor Spriggs to succeed himself. 
Governor Spriggs has all along been 
a friend of Senator Clark, during his 
candidacy for the senatorship and since, 
although he preserved the utmost im­ 
partiality in his office as lieutenant gov­ 
ernor and president of the senate during 
the senatorial 
campaign. 
Governor 
Smith, a partisan of the Daly people, 
left the state two weeks ago for Cali­ 
fornia, to attend to some m ining cases in 
which he is retained as attorney.

that time there was no thought 01 Sen 
ator Clark resigning. 
The resignation filed came as a sur­ 
prise to the jH'ople of the state, who had 
no inkling of the coup prepared. 
Dur­ 
ing the day Governor Spriggs received a 
great many telegrams from all over the 
state urging him to apjxiint Senator 
Clark, alleging that he was the real 
choice of a large m ajority of the Demo­ 
crats and a large pnqiortiou of Republi­ 
cans, as well. 
Governor Spriggs was besieged by in­ 
d i v i d u a l s and bv delegations friendly 
uud h o s t ile to Mr. Clark.

Mr. Chandler, chairman of the com­ 
m ittee on privileges aud elections, had 
f yen notice that at a certain hour 
nami'il Ii*' would call up for considera­ 
tion tile n solution unanimously report­ 
ed from the columit-tee declaring Mr. 
Clark not to lie entitled to his neat til the 
senate. 
A spirited contest over the res­ 
olution was expected. 
Every senator in 
the city was at his desk. 
Ab*nit a half hour sooner than the 
time mimed bv Mr. Chandler, as tho 
routine business was concluded, Mr. 
Clark quietly arose and addressed the 
chair. 
I b* desired, he said, in a low, 
tense voice, to address the senate on a 
question ot privilege jiersonal to him­ 
self. 
His address was a sharp arraignm ent 
of the committee's action and report, 
an analytical discussion of the evidence 
adduced at the investigation, ail expla­ 
nation of political and business affairs 
in Montana, and a bitter excoriation of 
Marcus Daly and his friends. 
As Mr. Clark adverted to his desire to 
hand down to bis children a name un­ 
tarnished even by the breath of dis­ 
grace, P ars welled to his eyes and he 
trembled with emotion. 
He almost 
broke,down. 
Then, bracing himself, he 
read the letter he had sent to the gov­ 
ernor of Montana, tendering his resigna­ 
tion. 
At the conclusion of the speech, 
Mr. Clark became th** center of a group 
of senators, all desirous of pressing his 
hand. 
Little other business of importance 
was transacted. 
The resolution relat­ 
ing to Mr. (’lark went over until today, 
aud the senate proceeded to the transac­ 
tion of routine business.

Council then began 
to

for the increased taxes in the city, as

On the arrival of the ship 
there were introductions all around, and 
then ex-Judge Van H esen r ec ite d an ad­ 
dr' » of w e lc o m e . Mr. hi sc lier responded 
to Judge N ail Hoesen, diving: 
“ I thank I 
you tined h e a r tily for this w e lc o m e which 
you have just extended to us.
